*The  total  expense  figiire  does  not  include  disbursements  on  investments  as 
these  disbursements  are  in  part  recoverable  as  accrued  interest  and  the  re- 
mainder are  costs  to  earned  interest  income  and  are  reflected  in  total  yield 
from  investments. 

The  comparison  shpv/n.  above  indicates  that  24.53^  more  was  disbursed  in  all 
benefits  during  the  fiscal  year  and  that  26.38^  more  was  held  in  assets.  This 
increased  our  investments  by  24.91^  while  the  administrative  expense  advanced 
only  11.68^.  The  ratio  of  administrative  cost  to  assets  has  been  decreased 
.096^  and  the  ratio  of  such  expense  to  the  total  e:3q)enses  decreased  by  .055^  in- 
dicating that  an  increased  work-load  is  being  handled  at  a  lower  cost.

Using  the  1950-51  fiscal  year  as  a  basis,  it -is  noted  that  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  claims  of  all  types  of  5*38^  which  would  extend  the  work- load 
because  of  the  increase  in  membership  served,  i.e.,  during  the  fiscal  period 
19 50-51  claims  of  all  types  amounted  to  2,276  of  a  total  serviced  membership 
of  9,802  w'hile  during  the  fiscal  period  1952- 53*  claims  of  all  types  amounted 
to  3>398  of  a  total  serviced  membership  of  11,947. 

COMPULSORY  RETIREMEfJT  EXTENSIONS 

Five  persons  were  granted  extensions  for  continuance  in  service  during 
the  fiscal  year  1947-48  by  Section  68-801  (b)  R.C.M.  1947.  Two  of  those 
extensions  are  continuing  in  service  and  are  part  of  a  total  of  I36.  At  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  1951- 52^  the  System  had  132  members  of  compulsory 
retirement  age  extended  in  service.  During  the  fiscal  year  1952-53,  32 
additional  members  were  placed  on  extension  and  28  members  previously,  ex- 
tended transferred  to  a  retirement  status  leaving  a  total  of  I36  members 
on  extension  as  of  June  30,  1953 • 


ACTUiJii;j.  INVESTIGATION 

The  actuarial  investigation  is  made  every  second  year.  Such  a  report 
was  given  last  year. 

;  LEGISLATION 

There  were  a  nvanber  of  amendments  made  to  the  Public  Employees ♦  Retire- 
ment Act  by  the  1953  Legislature.  These  were  approved  and  signed  into  law 
by  Governor  J.  Hugo  Aronson  effective  as  of  the  dates  indicated  in  each 
paragraph  below. 

The  changes  enacted  into  law  by  the  1953  Legislature  were: 

1.  Service  credits  as  earned  either  as  a  member  or  in  prior  service  may 
be  trsinsf erred  between  the  Public  Qnployees*  Retirement  System  and  the 
Teachers'  Retirement  System  upon  application  by  a  member,  with  benefits 
available  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  retirement  system  in 
which  an  employee  was  last  enrolled  as  a  member.   (Effective  March  2,  1953) 

2o  The  retirement  fund  shall  be  invested  by  the  State  Board  of  Land  Com- 
missioners instead  of  by  the  Board  of  Administration  of  the  Public 
Bnployees'  Retirement  System.   (Effective  July  1,  1953) 

3.  The  teiTOS  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Administration  shall  be  for  five 
(5)  years.   (Effective  July  1,  1953) 

4.  Public  employee  members  of  the  Board  of  Administration  shall  receive 
only  their  actual  and  necessary  expenses  while  attending  meetings  or 
on  business  for  the  retirement  system  but  will  not  be  allowed  any  per 
diem  payments.   (Effective  July  1,  1953) 

5.  Beneficiaries  of  members  who  die  before  retirement  and  who  have  ten 
(10)  or  more  years  of  service  may  apply  for  and  receive  a  monthly  life 
annuity  in  lieu  of  the  lump  sum  death  benefit,  if  application  is  made 
within  ninety  (90)  days  after  a  member's  death.   (Effective  July  1,  1953) 

6.  Qnployees  of  any  state  department  or  political  subdivision  which  is  a 
member  of  the  Public  Bnployees'  Retirement  System  are  excluded  fr^m 
coverage  under  Federal  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  provisions. 
(Effective  February  20,  1953)
